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Where’s The Money Coming From? 


It is indeed shocking to find that the town may already 


be committed to expenditures, for Haggett’s Pond land 


takings, far in excess of the amounts appropriated to date. 


In last week’s newspaper, the lead news story carried 


a full of the 


account 


appearance, 


before the Board of 


Public Works, of three citizens whose land has been 


taken. One of those individuals expressed the opinion 


that up to $100,000 may be needed to pay for the land 


that has been siezed. The town has about 913,000 in hand 


to use for this purpose. 


It is perfectly obvious that somewhere between those 
two figures lies the amount that will eventually be paid 
to the land owners. It may not reach the proportions es- 


timated by the property owners — but it is also likely that 


it will be more than $13,000. 


How does the BPW, in all fairness to the voters, plan 


to pay for this property if it costs more than the amount 


appropriated at town meetings? Does this mean that the 


town is stuck with whatever the courts set as a fair price, 


regardless of the voters’ intent when they put up $13,000? 


It seems apparent, at least to us, that in its efforts to 


obtain land for an obviously necessary move — getting 
more water for the town — the Board has put the cart be- 


fore the horse. The Board should not commit the town to 


any expenditure beyond what has been appropriated — 


anything else is a direct refutation of the principle of 


town meeting, under which the voters have the responsi- 


bility of appropriating funds and the boards the responsi- 


bility of carrying out the town meeting’s wishes, Nowhere 


in our system is there any provision for any town board 


taking such deliberate action as to force the voters to do 


something they otherwise would not wish to do. 


What solution can be found for this problem we don’t 


pretend to know. It is to be hoped that an amicable one 


may be reached, It would be too bad to have the voters 


take matters into their own hands and rescind their former 


approval of the $13,000. 


Expensive Lesson 


It’s startling to realize, as we all now must, what small 


boys playing with matches can create in the way of 


destruction.

when the main building at Camp Maude Eaton burned flat. 


Boys, setting little fires in the underbrush for the excite- 


ment of it, did a lot of damage. Presumably, after such an 


expensive example, they won't do it again — but there are 


lots of youngsters who like to play with matches. We 


hope we don’t see repeated examples of their handiwork. 


As in so many things, it isn’t the intentional act that 


causes trouble — it’s the unthinking, unintentional or 


careless move that creates difficulty for others. hids, 


along with adults, should spend a little more time thinking 


about the consequences of their activities, If they did so, 


lots of unpleasantness would be avoided.
